Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1937. 

The  year  has  been  healthy  with  no  outbreak  of  infectious 
illness. 

The  Birth-rate  remains  fairly  consistent  at  approximately 
13.0  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  the  Death-rate  has  dropped 
from  12.3  to  11.3  per  1000  of  population,  the  average  age  at 
death  being  unusually  high. 

Both  the  Cancer  and  Phthisis  death-rates  are  lower  this 
year  than  in  1936,  and  there  would  appear  to  be  a general 
lowering  of  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases. 

An  interesting  chart  of  Causes  of  Death  on  page  16  points 
the  way  to  the  further  efforts  required  of  preventive  medicine, 
showing  the  three  diseases  which  above  all  others  need  attack — 
Cancer,  Diabetes,  and  Influenza. 
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It  may  well  be  that  our  way  of  living  and  eating  are  mostly 
responsible  for  the  high  death-rate  of  all  three  diseases — excess 
of  food,  especially  of  meat  and  insufficient  hours  of  quiet  and  sleep. 

Modern  stresses  demand  many  redresses. 

Work  under  the  Housing  Act  has  made  satisfactory  pro- 
gress and  the  two  Clearance  Orders  for  the  “ Great  Fenchurch 
Area  ” which  were  the  subject  of  ministerial  inquiry,  on  May 
19th,  were  upheld  “ in  toto  ” by  the  Minister  in  July. 

Some  sixty-five  (65)  properties  were  the  subject  of  these  two 
Clearance  Orders. 

The  North  Street  Clearance  Order  was  a subject  of  inquiry 
by  the  Ministry  on  16th  November,  and  this  Order  was  also 
upheld  after  consideration  by  the  Ministry. 

There  are  now  124  houses  demolished  or  closed  and  await- 
ing demolition  and  fifty-three  (53)  remain  to  be  considered. 

Benefit  has  accrued  to  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  owing  to  the  transference  of  one  part-time  health  visitor 
to  full  time;  there  are  now  three  full-time  health  visitors. 

Further  benefit  to  the  Borough  has  come  through  the  insti- 
tution of  several  Pasteurizing  Plants  for  milk,  the  outcome  of 
insistence  upon  the  supply  of  Pasteurized  milk  for  School- 
children. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  also  in  a highly  satis- 
factory condition,  the  whole  being  subject  to  chlorination. 

I wish  to  thank  the  whole  of  the  Staff  for  their  work:,  which 
remains  as  conscientious  and  helpful  as  in  the  past,  and  in  con- 
clusion I would  express  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  courtesy  and  help  in  my  efforts  to  make  the  work  of  Public 
Health  and  Preventive  Medicine  an  effective  item  in  the  activities 
of  the  Borough.

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(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

1.  For  Infectious  Cases. 

A motor  ambulance  of  modern  type  is  in  use.  Two  stretcher 
cases  can  be  carried  besides  the  driver,  attendant,  and  nurse. 

2.  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.

A motor  ambulance  is  available  for  the  above  mentioned 
class  of  cases.

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  District  Nurses’  Association  gives  occasional  assistance 
to  children  by  administering  the  necessary  treatment. 


(d)  CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

These  are  established  at  the  Public  Health  Department, 
Foord  Road,  Folkestone,  and  at  the  previous  Council  Offices, 
High  Street,  Cheriton,  Folkestone. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  Folkestone 
on  two  afternoons  in  the  week — Monday  and  Thursday — and  at 
Cheriton  on  Wednesday  afternoon.  The  attendance  at  the 
Cheriton  Clinic  is  now  so  large  that  it  is  proposed  to  have  another 
session  each  week,  on  Wednesday  morning,  in  the  New  Year. 

Dr.  Margaret  Haywood  is  the  Medical  Officer  responsible 
for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  clinics,  during  the  year 
it  became  necessary  for  me  to  have  the  services  of  Nurse  Rodgers 
for  full-time  instead  of  part-time. 

Antenatal  Clinics  are  held  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  after- 
noons at  Cheriton  and  Folkestone  respectively.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance  at  both 
these  Clinics. 
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Report  by  Dr.  M.  Haywood  on  the  work  at  the  Maternity  and 

Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  work  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  clinics  con- 
tinues very  satisfactorily.  The  numbers  attending  the  Folkestone 
clinics  are  as  high  as  can  be  dealt  with  at  the  two  weekly 
sessions.  The  clinic  at  Cheriton  became  so  crowded  that  it  was 
impossible  to  deal  adequately  with  the  numbers.  It  is  proposed 
to  relieve  this  congestion  by  an  extra  session  on  Wednesday 
morning. 

In  the  large  number  of  children  examined,  many  abnormal 
cases  have  been  seen  and  placed  under  proper  condition  for  suit- 
able treatment. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  work  is  the  increasing 
enthusiasm  of  the  younger  generation  of  mothers  for  carrying 
out  advice  given.  With  gratifyingly  few  exceptions  most  of  the 
children  are  better  cared  for.  The  few  cases  of  neglect  are  tact- 
fully and  ably  dealt  with  by  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector. 

The  further  use  of  the  Welfare  Centre  is  shown  in  the 
way  that  the  mothers  not  only  bring  their  children,  but  also 
their  many  and  varied  domestic  and  personal  problems,  to  be 
discussed  with  the  nursing  staff  or  doctor. 

We  are  also  proud  to  see  that  even  the  fathers  bring  up 
their  children  from  time  to  time.

3.  (i)  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

During  the  year  the  Midwives  Act  came  into  force,  the  super- 
vision of  the  midwives  still  remaining  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Kent  County  Council. 

Six  midwives  were  appointed  to  serve  Folkestone  and  the 
surrounding  parishes,  and  these  were  augmented  by  three  nurses 
of  the  Folkestone  and  District  Nursing  Association,  and  by  one 
other  independent  nurse,  making  a total  of  ten. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

All  cases  of  maternal  death  in  childbirth  and  cases  of  puer- 
peral fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia  have  been  the  subject  of  in- 
vestigation in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  requirements. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  above  scheme 
your  Council,  through  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
is  amply  provided  with  the  necessary  information.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  the  appointed  investigator,  assisted  by  the 
staff  of  Health  Visitors.  Hitherto  I have  always  inquired  into 
Maternal  as  well  as  Infant  Deaths  and  have  worked  in  accord 
with  the  private  practitioners. 
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(ii)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

No  provision  is  made  here  ; but  cases  are  sent  to  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital,  and  the  Infirmary  at  the  Elham  Board  of 
Guardians,  Hill  House,  Etchinghill. 


(iii)  Health  Visitation. 

This  work  is  carried  on  by  the  three  Health  Visitors,  Nurses 
Sievwright,  Collier  and  Harris.  Nurse  Harris  secured  another 
post  and  was  replaced  during  the  year  by  Nurse  Rodgers.  They 
have  an  intimate  and  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  home  conditions 
of  all  who  attend  at  the  Centre,  a knowledge  which  is  of  untold 
value,  linking  up,  as  it  does,  the  work  of  the  Centre  with  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Service. 


(iv)  Infant  Life  Protection. 

CHILDREN  ACT,  1908;  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS 

ACT,  1932; 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936. 

The  functions  of  this  service  are  now  in  a very  satisfactory 
state.  A register  containing  particulars  of  all  children  is  kept  in 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  Close  supervision  is 
being  continuously  exercised,  the  foster-parents  being  visited  at 
irregular  intervals.  Any  cases  of  neglect  are  promptly  dealt 
with  and  necessary  warnings  given  when  required.  I am  happy 
to  be  able  to  state  that  the  various  notices  are  being  sent  in  cor- 
rectly and  to  time,  and  the  whole  system  would  appear  to  be 
working  smoothly  and  well. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  27  persons  receiving 
children  for  reward  ; the  number  of  foster  children  being  41. 


N.S.P.C.C. 

As  in  previous  years  I have  received  much  willing  and 
valuable  assistance  from  Inspector  H.  Fletcher  of  the  above 
Society.  His  tactful  manner,  coupled  with  his  personal  know- 
ledge of  the  cases,  is  a great  help. 

Inquiries  under  the  Children  Acts  and  cases  which  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  are  at 
once  investigated  and  reported  upon  by  him. 
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(v)  Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Cases  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  are  referred  to  the 
Royal  Victoria  Hospital.

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Section  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 
(i)  Water. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Folkestone  Waterworks  Company  employ  a well-known 
firm  of  Bacteriologists  for  the  regular  bacteriological  analysis  of 
samples.  In  addition  to  this,  samples  from  specially  provided 
and  protected  taps  in  different  parts  of  the  Borough  are  taken 
frequently  for  analysis  by  Dr.  Constant  Ponder  at  the  County 
Laboratory,  Maidstone. 

In  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  analyses  of  the  water  from 
the  Sandgate  supply  in  December  a chlorine  sterilizing  apparatus 
was  immediately  installed.  This  means  that  the  whole  of  the 
water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  sterilized. 

Apart  from  the  analyses  referred  to  above  the  bacteriological 
results  have  been  extremely  satisfactory  during  the  whole  of  the 
year. 

The  Borough  water  supply  is  therefore  under  constant 
observation  and  everything  that  can  be  done  to  ensure  continued 
safety  of  supply  is  being  carried  out.

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(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A large  scheme  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
was  passed  by  the  Folkestone  Borough  Council  and  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  1937. 

The  first  portion  of  this  scheme,  i.e.,  a 72  inch  tunnel  sewer, 
was  commenced  in  November. 

The  extension  will  naturally  be  of  great  service  to  the 
Borough,  and  to  the  parts  of  the  Borough  assimilated  by  the 
Borough’s  extension,  perhaps  especially  by  Sandgate. 


2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  only  small  stream  in  this  area  is  the  Pent  Stream,  and 
any  slight  pollution  is  remedied  immediately. 


3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Closet  Accommodation  is  satisfactory. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

The  house  refuse  for  private  persons  is  collected  twice  a 
week,  but  where  an  excess  is  made,  principally  at  hotels,  boarding 
houses,  etc.,  a sufficient  number  of  collections  is  made  in  these 
instances  to  cope  with  this  excess.

No  complaint  of  smoke  nuisance  was  received  during  the 
year. 

(vi)  Swimming  Baths,  and  Pools. 

There  is  an  open-air  swimming  pool  of  modern  construction, 
the  sea  water  being  subjected  to  chlorination. 

During  the  year  two  samples  of  the  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  with  satisfactory  results. 


(vii)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.

Twenty-one  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  were  disinfested  by 
Local  Authority  before  demolition. 

(2)  Disinfestation  of  Council  houses  usually  takes  place  upon 
vacation  of  property,  when  discovered  by  reason  of  the  inspection 
which  is  made  at  that  time.  Two  of  the  10  houses  were  disinfested 
whilst  occupied. 

Powdered  borax  is  first  spread  over  the  floors  and  then 
architraves,  skirtings  and  picture  rails  are  removed  and  whole 
of  the  surface  at  the  back  of  these  sprayed  with  “ Flit.”  Floor 
boards  are  taken  up  at  intervals  of  roughly  3 ft.  to  allow  of 
access  for  spreading  powdered  borax  on  to  the  top  of  the  ceiling. 
Borax  is  used  freely  at  the  rear  of  skirtings  before  they  are 
re-fixed.

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(3)  Prospective  tenants  of  Council  houses  or  flats  are  first 
visited  and  a report  made  by  a member  of  the  Sanitary  Depart- 
ment who  pays  particular  attention  to  cleanliness,  and  the  like. 

Where  necessary  the  belongings  of  families  re-housed  from 
Clearance  Areas,  etc.,  are  disinfested  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide 
and  the  bedding,  etc.,  with  steam.  During  the  year  the  contents 
of  28  dwellings  were  so  dealt  with. 

(4)  Council  houses  are  treated  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Borough  Engineer,  who  reports  that  the  method  adopted 
has  been  used  for  some  six  or  seven  years,  and  while  expensive  at 
times  (it  taking  two  men  two  to  three  weeks  to  perform)  it  has 
been  found  most  effective,  as  no  known  case  of  re-infestation  has 
either  been  discovered  or  brought  to  his  notice. 

The  spraying  of  the  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  before 
demolition  was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  dis- 
infestation by  Hydrogen  Cyanide  of  the  contents  of  dwellings  in 
Clearance  Areas,  etc.,  was  carried  out  for  the  Local  Authority  by 
a contractor. 

The  other  houses,  where  severe,  were  dealt  with  by  the 
owners  employing  fumigation  companies  ; the  remainder  make 
their  own  arrangements  with  local  builders  or  private  firms. 

(5)  Council  houses  which  have  been  disinfested  are  kept 
under  observation. 

4.  Schools. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Sanitary  condition  and 
water  supply  of  the  Schools,  and  in  the  action  taken  in  relation 
to  infectious  diseases  (given  fully  in  my  past  reports) . During 
the  past  years  these  arrangements  have  been  in  every  way 
satisfactory  and  efficacious.

SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  methods  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,  which  are  fully  described  in  my  past  annual  reports, 
have  been  carried  on  continuously  and  successfully,  without 
change,  during  the  past  year. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year 
was  normal. 

Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers. 

Twelve  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  7 of  which 
were  Typhoid  Fever  and  the  remaining  5 were  cases  of  Para- 
typhoid Fever. 

Of  the  7 cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  4 were  males,  ages  25  (a 
military  case) , 28,  29,  and  45,  and  3 were  females,  ages  19,  21, 
and  25  years. 

The  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  comprised  2 males  ages  26, 
and  29,  and  3 females  ages  8,  19,  and  64  years  respectively. 

The  source  of  infection  in  nearly  all  the  cases  remained 
undiscovered  in  spite  of  very  thorough  research.  In  one 
instance  the  consumption  of  foreign  lettuce  was  suspected,  and 
one  was  an  extremely  doubtful  case.  Two  of  the  cases  came 
from  a girls’  private  school. 

All  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  proper  tracing  of  the  origin  of  these  illnesses  remains 
as  difficult  and  unsatisfactory  as  ever. 

Measles  and  German  Measles. 

There  were  only  3 cases  of  Measles,  and  5 of  German  Measles 
notified  during  the  year.

From  the  above  data  it  will  be  seen  that  the  digestive  organs 
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and  peritoneum  are  the  parts  principally  affected,  and  over  half 
the  deaths  from  Cancer  (both  males  and  females)  were  caused 
by  Cancer  of  these  organs. 

From  40  onwards  is  undoubtedly  the  age  at  which  the 
disease  generally  makes  its  appearance.  (See  Table  on  page 
13). 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  at  the  Clinics  here  to  advise, 
and  to  give  warning  that  any  slight  symptom  of  a suspicious 
nature  should  be  investigated  by  a medical  man  immediately. 

The  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  here  is  able  to  carry  out  radium 
treatment.

(b)  The  nature  of  the  cargoes  of  vessels  trading  at  this 
port  is  not  such  that  would  be  likely  to  attract  rats 
in  quantity,  there  being  no  grain  or  foodstuffs  of  that 
nature  discharged  here. 

There  are  also  no  warehouses  or  wharfs  of  that  nature  in 

the  vicinity  of  the  Port.  The  quays  and  wharfs  are
